TREATY OF PEACE 


Senate Committee Adopts 


Proposals Over Vote 


of Democrats.

Washington, Oct. 22.—Four revised 
reservations to the peace treaty were 
adopted today by the senate foreign 
.relations committee with the adminis- 
tration leaders voting solidly against 
them. 
The committee also adopted a pre- 
amble to the reservations providing 
that the treaty should not become ef- 
fective until three of the other princi- 
pal allied and associated powers had 
.agreed to the senate's reservations. 
This, too, was''opposed to the adminis- 
tration senators. 
. 
. 
The four reservations approved re- 


lated to article 10. the Monroe Doctrine, 
withdrawal, 
and domestic 
questions. 
On most of the roll call the division was 
11 to 6 all of the Republicans and Sen- 
ator Shields, Democrat, Tennessee, vot- 
infv in the affirmative, 
i The reservation adopted relating to 


' Article 10 was identical except for the 


transposition of one phrase with the 
one which President Wilson' announced 
on his western trip that he would be 
obliged "to regard as a rejection of the 
treaty."

ification is not to take effect or bind 
the United States until the following 
reservations and understandings have 
heen accepted as a part and a condi- 
tion of said instrument of ratification 
by at least three of the four principal 
allied and associated powers, to wit: 
Great 
Britain, 
France, Italy and 
Japan.

The United States understands 


and construes article one that in case 
of notice of withdrawal frejm the League 
of Nations as provided in said article 
the United States shall be the sole judge 
as to whether all its inter obligations 
and all its obligations under the said 
covenant have been fulfilled and notice 
of withdrawal by the United States may 
be given by a concurrent resollution 
of the congress of the United States.

The United States assumes no 
obligation to preserve the territorial 
integrity or political independence of 
any other country or to interfere in 
controversies between nations" whether 
members of the league or not under 
the provisions of -Article ore, or to em- 
ploy the military or naval forces of the 
United States under any article of the 
treaty for any purpose unless in any 
particular . case the 
congress

under the constitution has the sole 
power, to declare war or authorize the 
employment of the military or naval 
forces of the United States by act or 
joint resolution so providing. 
During the clay the subject for de- 
bate in the senate was the amendment 
of Senator Johnson, Republican, Cali- 
fornia, to eciualize voting strength in 
the League of Nations.

Chicago, Oct. 22.—Shrinkage in the 
value of hogs went to an extreme de- 
gree today'at "fife stock yards here. 
Notwithstanding that prices had de- 
clined in -some cases yesterday, as much 
.as $1 a .hundred weight, the market 
this morning ruled in general 75 cents 
to $1 still lower. 
For the first time in a long while, 
sales were made below $12 a hundred. 
Weight and numerous animals changed 
ownership down as far as $11.50. 
Unusually heavy marketing of hog's 
recently to avoid high cost of feed is 
the chief reason assigned for the de- 
morilization of values. 
One of the "im- 
portant effect of this demoralization 
-was a .pronounced weakness today in 
the prices of grain and provisions.

Washington, Oct. 22.— Charge of em- 
bassy will be the rank of the 
first 
American, diplomatic representative in 
Germany after the ratification of the 
peace treaty, for not until 
sufficient 
time has elapsed to test the workings 
of the treaty .and the spirit in which 
the present government of Germany 
undertakes to carry out .its provisions, 
will the representative give place to a 
fully 
accredited ambassador. 
This 
plan, it was learned, today also will be 
followed by .the entente governments. 
Out of consideration''^!- the senate,

patory of the disposition of the treaty, 
it was said today that at present it 
was not possible to. announce the name 
of the person who will assume the im- 
portant office of charge at Berlin, but

egarded as equipped for the' discharge 
of the heavy and responsible duties

Six, survivors from the Bolsheviki 
vessels were picked up. The British and 
Esthonians sustained no casualties.

to have been brought to a virtual stand- 
still by the stubborn defense of Petro- 
grad, Which is almost .within sight of 
his men. 
Soviet forces are even ."re- 
ported to have taken the 
offensive 
north of. Krasnoe Selo, but details of 
the fighting, have not been fully re- 
ported. - 
East of Pulkovo the Yudenitch army 
appears to .have encountered strong 
Bolsheviki columns. Pulkovo is about 
three miles from the only remaining 
railway line running south from Petro- 
grad and the importance of retaining 
control of this road ^may explain the 
savage fighting in that sector. -Late 
reports state that heavier artillery is 
being brought up by General Yuden- 
itch. 
Soviet troops reported to .have been 
concentrated; near Gdoff, near Lake 
Peipue are said -to have been scattered 
by the anti-Bolshevjki. -The presence 
of this force on. the left • baii'k of 'the 
Yudenitch army constituted a seeming 
menace to the whole movement .against 
Petrograd and also appeared to indicate 
that the Bolsheviki are still quite strong 
on the coast west of .Petrograd.

lie wealth. And this is the very heart 
and soul of democracy. 


It is my understanding that you havt- 


divided upon one portion only of a pos- 
sible large program which has not fully 
been developed. Before a severance is 
affected based upon present differences 
I believe you should stand together for 
the development of that full program 
touching the many questions within 
the broad scope of your investigations. 
It was in my mind when this confer- 
ence was called tlru you would con- 
cern yourselves with the discovery of 
thise methods by which a measurable 
cooperation within industry may have 
been secured and if new machinery 
needs to be designed by which a mini- 
mum 
of conflict beuvoen employers 


may reasonably be hoped for. that we 
should make an effort to secure its 
adoption. 
It cannot be expected that 


at every step all parties will agree upon 
each proposition or method suggested. 
It is to be expected, however, that as a 
whole a plan or program can be agreed 
upon which will advance further the 
producti\ e capacity of America through 
the establishment of a surer and heart- 
ier cooperation between all the elements 
engaged in industry.
